CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) (AW A), as 
described below. 


Date of Violation: May 11, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. You failed to make a 
responsible adult available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection process. 

A responsible adult was not available to accompany APHIS officials and allow an 
inspection of your facility. 

Date of Violation: August 18, 2011 

9 C.F.R. § 2.126(b) Access and inspection of records and property. You failed to make a 
responsible adult available to accompany APHIS officials during the inspection process. 

A responsible adult was not available to accompany APHIS officials and allow an 
inspection of your facility.

A responsible adult was not available to accompany APHIS officials and allow an 
inspection of your facility.

9 C.F.R. § 3.130 Watering. You failed to provide potable water as often as necessary for the 
health and comfort of the animals at your facility. 

You failed to provide potable water as often as necessary for the health of comfort of 
the sugar gliders at your facility as evidenced by the sugar gliders rushing to their 
water receptacles when the water source was turned on during inspection.

You failed to keep the premises clean and in good repair and 
place accumulations of trash in designated areas in order to protect the animals from injury and 
facilitate husbandry practices. 

You failed to remove large accumulations of food, bedding, and animal waste from the 
floor as well as from the over flowing trays under the cages and between the rows 
within the sugar glider room.
